/ His Majesty’s Government in 
the United Kingdom considers 
the naval conference of su- 


the 
to reduce existing fleets and. 
building programs but put an 
end : finally to competition in 
naval armaments and thus con- 
stitute an important step to- 
wards the ultimate elimination 
of the causes of war and to- 
wards establishment of =péace 
onan unassailable foundation. | 
The policy of His. Majesty's. 
Government in the United 
Kingdom is to keep- the high- 
way of the seas open for trade 
and communication, and, in re- 
lation to the political state of 
the world, to take what steps 
are necessary to secure this. 
In estimating its naval neéds, 
the Government has also to 
take into account its obligations 
under the Covenant of the 
League of Nations; partly off-. 
set though they are by the se- 
curity afforded under the Cove- 
nant by its provision of a 
support. 

There are also other eondenit.- 
ments which have to be frul- 
filled in rélation to the present 
state of the world. In deciding 
what these commitments 
amount to in terms of naval 
strength, the Government has 
to estimate the chances of war 
breaking out, because, unless 
this is done, fleets sill be built 
which will never be of any use; 
will threaten rather than pro- 
tect, and will at best be a waste 
of national resource. 

g Equilibrium. 

The Government feels that if 
fiaval establishments are not to 
be a menace, an equilibrium 
must be maintained between 
them by means of international 
agreement. It feels, moreover, 
that this equilibrium will not be 
secured by mere numerical 


| equality in ships and tonnage, 


but only by adoption of agreed 
programs based on considera- 
tions of requirements affecting 
dispersions, et cetera, and in 
which the menace will be re- 
duced as much as possible. 

This cannot be done by any 
general formula or ratio. It 
must be the subject of confer- 
ences/ such as this, and of 
agreements made for periods 
at the end of which they 
should be reviewed, and during 
which governments should be 
engaged in strengthening the 
foundations of peace. 

It is therefore proposed that 
the general agreement resulting 
from this conférence should run 
until 1936, and that in 1935 a 
further conference should be 
called to review the situation in 
relation to world relations. 

Proposals for Conference. 

In view of these considera- 
tions, His Majesty's Government 
in the United Kingdom suggests 
the following proposals for the 
conference: 

The agreement should be not 
upon global tonnage, but upon 
the size of individual ships in 
the various catgoriés-and upon 
the tonnage used by each na- 
tion in each of these categories. 

The categories should be cap- 
ital ships, aircraft carriers, 
cruisers, destroyers and subma- 
rines. 

An agreement by categories 
is necessary in order to obtain 
elimination of competitive 
building and the maintenance 
of equilibrium between fleet 
and fleet. These two points are 
essential if security is to be 
obtained. It is not only the 
total tonnage of a2 fleet which 
counts, but the use to which 
these toris are put, -and an 
agreement on the Jatter point is 


called for. 

Against General Transfer. 

At some time it might he 
convenient to allow a percent- 
age of tonnage assigned to dif- 
ferent categories to be trans- 
ferred to other categories. The 
British Government, however, 
does not favor a general trans- 
fer. It is opposed to transfer 
in regards to capital ships, air- 
craft and submarines. In re- 
gards to cruisers, it would per- 
mit the transfer out of the 
eight-inch class into the six- 
inch class on a_ percentage 
which remaing to be arranged. 
The object of this arrangement 


ywould be to take into account 


the special’ needs of countries 


‘which require a large propor- 


tion of small cruisers. 

, The Government proposes that 
the mumber of capital ships for 
each signatory as fixed by the 
Washington treaty, should be 
reached within 18 months of 
ratification-of the treaty result- 


ing from this conference, in- | 
stead ‘of by 1936. It proposes 
_that no replacement of existing 
‘ships should take place before, 
‘the next conference in 1935 and. 
that, in the meantime, the whole 
question of capital ships should 
be the subject of negotiation 
between the Powers concerned. 

The Government will press 
for reduction though, of course, 
without disturbing the Wash- 
ington equilibrium. Its experts 
favor a reduction in size from 
35,000 tons to 26,000 tons and. 
of guns from’ 16 tmches to 12 
inches. The Government also 
favors a lengthening of age 
from 20 to 26 years. 

, Would Abolish Battleships. 

The Government hopés that $~ 
there will be an exchange of 
views on this subject during 
the conference, deed, _ it 
would wish to see an agree- . 
ment by which battleships will 
in due time digappear alto- 
gether as it considers them a 
very doubtful proposition in 
view of their size and cost and 
of the development of efficacy 
of air and submarine attack. 

The Government would fur- 
ther limit the tonnage and gun 
ealiber of aircraft’ carriers and 
suggests that ships of 10,000 
tons and under should be in- 
cluded in the total tonnage of 
this category if used as air- 
craft carriers. 

It proposes a reduction of to- 
tal aircraft tonnage for the 
British and United States na- 
vies from 135,000 tons under 
‘the Washington treaty to (say) 
100,000 tons, and an adjustment 
of that assigned to other na- 
tions in the Washington treaties 
ratios. It further proposes that 
the maximum size of aircraft 
carriers should be reduced to

Details of Purchase. 


He rejated that he and Pierson 
bought the hotel propertes for 
$900,000, in 1925, paying cash, and 
issuing $840,000 worth of mort- 
gages to get the cash. On the main 
hotel, he said, they. placed a $550,- 
000 first mortgage and a $100,000 
second mortgage. On the Annex, a 
first mortgage of $150,000 and a 
second of $40,000. 

The $40,000 second mortgage on 
the Annex was to be paid off at 
the rate of $1500 a month, pilus in- 
terest, he said. When all but $5500 
of it had been paid, a third mort- 
gage for $100.000 was issued as a 
lien on both properties jointly.

The No. 1 stop: where the 
rescued men were. found was re- 
ported to have been free of gas. 

The mine was cleared of the gas 
fumes through restoration of the 


little debris thrown down by the 
explosion, it was said*the rescuers 
did not find their way in the mine 
seriously impeded. The explosion 
was not violent, it was said, and the 
deaths so far disclosed are assumed 
to have been caused by the fumes.

American agriculture is entitled 
to adequate tariff protection and 
to effective organization to ennble 
it to control the American mar- 
ket, Arthur M. Hyde, Secretary of 
Agriculture and former Governor 
of Missouri, told the American Re- 
tailers’ Association at its semi-an- 
nual banquet at Hotel Statler last 
night. 

“There are 6,000,000 farmers in 
the United States who are unor- 
ganized, without any voice in the 
control of the markets to which 
the products of their toil are 
shipped,” he said. “The Farm 
Board cannot merge these farmers 
into huge corporations, but it can | 
mold them inte organizations for 
the purpose of bringing about the. 
orderly marketing of the com- | 
modities which tiey produce.” 

“American agriculture should 
have the exclusive possession of 
American markets, because it is it- 
self American, because it is vital 


because ft held the battlements 
while the manufacturing industry 
was developing.” 

Hyde declared that agriculture’s 
problems developed since the ad- 
vent of farm machinery and were 
caused by over-expansion of farm- 
ing. The American people, he said, 
have believed it wrong to allow any 
land to be tenantless and the re-' 
sult has been over-production. He 
suggested that land low in fertility 
or remote from markets should be 
used for grazing or for re-foresta- 
tion projects. 

The effect of farm machinery 
on agriculture, Hyde said, was 
shown by that fact that 20,000,- 
000 farmers in 1850 produced 100,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, while in 
1927, with modern machinery, 27,- 
000,000 farmers produced 903,- 
600,000 bushels. The development 
of the tractor, he declared, threw 
7,000,000 horses into the discard 
and released 18,000,000 acres of 
land which had been used for graz- 
ing. 

Hyde spoke to about 1400 re- 
tail merchants, representing more 
than 40 states. He was introduced 
by J. D. Curreathers of Oklahoma 
City, president of the organization.

withstand a run. This is the only 
additional bank in Pana. Its as- 
sets are $1,040,385.94 and deposits 
$$ le, $99.52.

Picture Trick 


German Says Cloud “Apparitions” Spurred on 
British Instead of Putting Them 
to Flight. 


By PIERRE VAN PAASEN, 

A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch and New York World. 
PARIS, Feb. 1.—The Angels of 

Mons were motion pictures-thrown 

upon foggy, white cloudbanks in 

Flanders by cinematographic pro- 

jecting machines mounted in Ger- 

man airplanes above the British 
lines. 

This is the explanation offered 
by Col. Friedrich Herzenwirth, for- 
merly of the Imperial German In- 
telligence Service, of a matter that 


has been the object of considerable 
research and puzzling during the 
last 16 years. 

Some of the most eminent psy- 
chologists in Europe and America 
had settied the question as one of 
mass-hypnotism and hallucination, 
while admitting the visions had 
been as real and solid to the sol- 
diers as their own rifles and bay- 
onets. 

British Tommies in the historic 
Mons retreat of Aug. 24, 1914, re- 
ported the appearance of “angels 
the size of men,”” which seemed to 
form the rear guard of the har- 
assed army of Contemptibles. 
Superstition and war-time propa- 
ganda quickly seized upon these 
| reports and interpreted the visions 
|as divine intervention. 

Boonierang to Germans. 

The Colonel admits the Germans 
miscalculated in this respect, for 
the primary object of the motion 


in the allied ranks, which was cal- 
culated to produce a panic and a 
refusal on the part of the soldiers 
‘to fight an enemy which, by all 
appearances, enjoyed supernatural 
protection. ts 

“What we had not figured on 
was that the English should turn 
the vision to their own benefit,” 
he said. “This was a magnificent 
bit of counter-propaganda, for 
some of the English must have 
been fully aware of the mechanism 
of our trick. Their method of in- 
terpreting our angels as protectors 
of their own troops turned the 
scales completely upon us. Had 
the British command contented it- 
self by simply issuing an army or- 
der unmasking our trickery, it 
would not have been half as effec- 
tive.’”’ 

Col. Herzenwirth, however, ex- 
plains the Germans were more 
successful with their cloud motion 
pictures on the Russian front in 
1915 when the Czar’s army was 
sweeping through the Carpathians 
and threatened to engulf Austria. 
Instead of angels the German 


| pictures had been to create terror } 


planes carried pictures of the Virg- 
in and Child. 

The Virgin was shown with up- 
lifted hand, as if motioning to stop 
the murderous Russian night at- 
tacks. As had been the case in 
Flanders, the German planes car- 

ng the projection machines with 
powerful Zeiss lenses flew above 
the enemy lines. A dense snow- 
bank in the sky above the German 
army was used as a screen. ‘The 
airplanes themselves were envel- 
oped in the night and a pre- 
arranged drumfire In the trenches 
prevented the Russians from hear- 
ing the motors. 


Pictures Constantly Shifted. 

The picture was allowed to ap- 
pear only for the fraction of a 
minute then here, then on another 
part of the front 

The trick was repeated several 
times on the Russian front and was 
invariable successfut. No matter 
what the Russian officers said to 
calm their soldiers nothing could 
make them fire in the direction of 
the sacred apparition. “There 
is reason to believe that our trick 
seriously undermined the morale 
of certain Russian peasant regi- 
ments,” said the Colonel. “We 
knew from prisoners we took that 
in some cases companies actually 
killed their officers and flung their 
rifles away, shouting that they 
would not be guilty of firing up- 
on an army over wnich the Moth- 
er of God hovered in protection.” 

With the French in Picardy and 
the Champagne region the Ger- 
mans made another miscalculation, 
however. “Instead of taking the 
figure of a woman that we threw 
upon the clouds one night as that 
of the Virgin or a saint protecting 
our army, the French promptly 
recognized Joan of Arc,” he said. 
“Their interpretation was that 
Joan was in the lead and the trick 
of the upturned hand which we 
had thought so clever came near 
being our undoing. The. French 
thought Joan was beckoning them 
to come along and finish the Boche 
right then and there. 

‘The tables were turned upon us 
once more when we changed from 
a woman to a man in Flanders. 
The British said it was St. George 
leading them on to the slaughter of 
a modern dragon.and his brood, ap- 
parently meaning Kaiser Wilhelm 
and all his host. Anyway we did 
not find it healthy to experiment 
with more visions in the sky for 
instead of helping us, they were 
causing the enemy morale to im- 
prove. An army that feels itself 
led on by supernatural forces is 
more dangerous even than one 
which has it over its enemy in 
equipment.”

“We are constantly reminded by 
the fanatical drys that to question 
the wisdom of the _ eighteenth 
amendment is a challenge to the 
Constitution itself,” he said. “I 
deny it. They would not think so 
if the vonditions were revarsed.”’ 

“Certainly,” he continued, “‘the 
leaders of prohibition showed scant 
respect for the Constitution when 
they wrote this illegitimate amend- 
ment into that noble instrument 
and thus destroyed its perfect sym- 
metry and turned a wise compact 
of government into a mere police 
code. 


“Certainly, they had scant re- 
spect for the Constitution when 
they thus destroyed its basic prin- 
ciple of home rule and in this mat- 
ter of daily habit, relegated the 
sovereign states to the ignominious 
position of mere police provinces.” 

“Not Even in Russia.” 

Beck said that even in Russia 
where “there has never been any- 
thing more ruthless, despotic and 
cruel than the Russia of the Sov- 
iet regime,” prohibition was not 
made cffective. 

He gaid that Representative Fort 
had asked the wets “to be good 
sports” and added that there had 
never been a nation in which 
such a law as prohibition had been 
received with such good humor. © 

“The fact that after 10 years of 
enforcement with the expenditure 
of hundreds of millions of dollars 
and a ghastly sacrifice of many 
lives,” the Pennsylvanian said, 
“the prohibition law is still large- 
ly unenforced damns it beyond any 
defense, and the onfy remedy sug- 
gested by the gentleman from New 
Jersey proves its « futility.” He 
added that Representative Fort 
said that the use of liquor never 
added anything. to the happiness 
of a man’s family in his home, but

“A General Hypocrisy.” 

“From their pioneer forefath- 
ers the Americans inherited a spir- 
it of sincerity,” he said, “but now 
we witness a general hypocrisy and 
double dealing. which is fast de- 
stroying the character of our offi- 
cial life and even the morale of 
the people.” 

Beck said that prohibitionists 
held that prohibition would empty 
the jails, but that millions of dol- 
lars had been voted to build more 
Federal prisons to accommodate 
the thousands who had beén driv- 
en there by the dry law, many of 
whom might have been useful citi- 
zens. He refused to believe, he 
said, that any system that indicted 
a thousand American citizens a 


| week in Federal courts was of any 


advantage to the development of 
American manhood.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—A sug- 
gestion that it might be wise to 
rewrite the Volstead and Jones 
laws to prevent District Attorneys 
from threatening dry violators 
with more drastic punishment was 
made todczy by Roscoe Pound of 
the law enforcement commission 
before a House Judiciary Sub-com- 
mittee, 

Pound and Chairman Wicker- 
sham of the National Law En- 
forcement were before the com- 
mittee at final hearings on the 
Christopherson bills to give Unit- 
ed States Commissioners the pow- 


er to try minor violations of the 
dry laws. Wickersham did not 
testify but listened closely to the 
proceedings. 

Under questioning by Represen- 
tative Christopherson 
South Dakota, chairman of _ the 
group, Pound, who is dean of the 
Harvard Law School, made _ the 
suggestion as his personal opinion 
and not as that of the crime com- 
mission. 

Ground for the Attack, ee 


Pound said the measures, one of 
which would define slight or casual, 

ry law offenses, and the other 
fhich would authoriz3 commis- 
sioners to make findings and ac- 
cept: pleas of guilty, bad been at- 
tacked on the ground that they 
permitted the District Attorneys to 
threaten violators with the Jones 
law if they did not plead guilty. 
The Jones law extends the maxi- 
mum penalty for dry law violations 
to five years in prison and a $10,- 
fine. The attacks should be _ di- 
rected, Pound said, against the 
national prohibition and Jones 
laws. : 

He added that the district at- 
torneys had the implied power now 
and used it in so-called “bargain 
days” in the Federal Courts, but 
that he felt it would be better to 
clarify the statutes. However, he 
said, from a standpoint of improv- 
ing procedure, the Volstead and 
Jones Acts should be rewritten to 
prevent the district attorneys from 
threatening grand jury indictment, 
as a felony to force an accused to 
accept sentence as a petty offender, 
without a jury trial. 

The hearings were concluded aft- 
er Pound had spent two mornings 
explaining the measures to the 
committee. Christopherson said 
they would be taken up for consid- 
eration early next week, but that 
he did not expect them to be re- 
ported to the full committee for 
some time. 

“Petty Offenses Not Crimes.” 

In the course of the. hearings, 
Representative Tucker, (Dem.), 
Virginia, said that in his opinion if 
the casual and slight offenses were 
defined definitely as petty cases, 
“and since petty offenses are not 
crimes, “there would be no ques- 
tion about doing away with the jury 
trials. He added that petty cases 
did not demand jury trials. 

Pound said the Commission’s fec- 
ommendation had followed the 
practice of the states in dealing 
with petty cases. 

Pound told the committee that 
the clauses in the me asures which 
would give District Judges the 
right to review the findings of the 
Commissioners was nothing new. 
He asserted that at present refe- 
rees named by the court had the 
power to review many court mat- 
ters. 

Asks About the Purpose. 

Representative Bachmann (Rep.) 
West Virginia, asked if the sole 
purpose of the Commission in rec- 
ommending the plan was to relieve 
congestion in Federal courts. 

Pound replied that the purpose 
“was primarily to relieve the: Fed- 
eral courts but to make the plan 
applicable not only for the present 
exigency but to consider the fu- 
ture.” 

He added that the Ceininiiaaion 
wanted a plan on -“the right line 
of progress.” He asserted that pro- 
hibition was only an element in the 
matter and that the present plan 
would take care of an emergency.

The Community Fund. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
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gradually increase and spread to the utter disuse

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IRECTOR ROBERT W. KELSO of 


the Community Fund, in his annual 
report for 1929, reveals a deficit of 
$397,518, owing to unsound methods ef 
bookkeeping in the past and to bor- 
rowings by the Y. M. C. A. to meet its 
taxes. With such a readjustment made 
necessary, Mr. Kelso urged the welfare 
organizations to undertake a campaign 
to have the city assume a part of the 
work of the Community Fund, particu- 
larly the relief of the poor. Unless this 
is done, he said. the Community Fund 
will become the resort of the necessitous, 
rather than the helper of the needy, the 
reliever of the sick and the developer 
of character in youth. 

In my opinion, Mr. Kelso’s proposi- 
tion to look to the city government to 
do a part of the Community Fund work 
means the beginning of the end of that 
fine spirit of private co-operation which 
characterized the social welfare activities 
of our citizens in other years, and which 
has constantly declined since the pro- 
fessional New York money-raising or- 
ganization first proposed to raise a con- 
solidated fund for a certain percentage in 
St. Louis. 

The people of the United States have 
been unique in their social services to 
their fellow-men. Everywhere else in 
the world it is a matter of state social- 
ism. With the Americans it has been a 
matter of private co-operation, with all 
of the zeal and continuing interest that 
that implies) Nowhere in the world is 
to be found such privately-endowed unl- 
versities and colleges, hospitals, clinics, 
maternity homes, nurseries. research 
foundations, with hundreds of millions 
provided by the well-to-do. Every city 
in the Union can point to some such an 
institut#a with rae and a local board 
of interested meR.apd women is ever 
alert in seeking to extend its services. 

Suck was the situation in St. Louis 
| the advent of the Community 
Fund, with dozens of groups of men 
and women feeling a zealous pride each 
in its Own hospital. orphans’ home or 
other institution. From year to year 
they gave and worked to raise the need- 
ed money, which was quite as exalting 
to themselves as it was helpful to their 
charges. Where are all of these indivi- 
duals today and how deep is their in- 
terest in any of the institutions of the 
city? It is largely destroyed by reason 
of the multiplication of the professional 
personnel and a consequent impersonali- 
zation of the work. 

It is true that a council of fine men 
and women presides over the Community 
Fund and that once a year a large num- 
ber of citizens is called on to solicit 
contributions, which they do with great 
reluctance because of the absence of 
personal interest. But it is also true 
that the institutions themselves are com- 
ing more and more under the control of 
paid workers, that the personnel is be- 
coming more compact and absorbing 
more and more of the funds that are 
given. Quite humanly a paid worker 
looks out for himself first and where 
they have a bond of interest they devel- 
Op solidarity and become themselves an 
institution. 

For severa! years I have asked myself 
how tong it will be beforé the Com- 
munity Fund will fail so far to collect 
an increased budget deemed necessary 
by the professional advisers that the 
alternative of taxation will be suggested 
as the easiest and surest method. Two 
cents, perhaps. added to the tax rate 
will do it. How small that is! No 
disagreeable soliciting. No bother. It 
seems so simple. 

The political party in power would 
eagerly espouse it, for it would mean 
capturing a considerable and powerfu! 
group of workers and voters, who must 
themselves become. politicians to hold 
their jobs. And then the usual neglect 
of the sick and needy that characterizes 
all politically-conducted institutions. 

When the city takes care of the needy 
what becomes of the interest of the 
wealthy citizen in social service? He 
will cease to give. He is already taxed 
for it. He will give the peliticians only 
so much as they exact by law. 

If Mr, Kelso's proposal is adopted it 
cannot be very long before the entire 
Community Fund will be directed from 
the City Hall; in any event that seems 
to me to be the logical eventuality.

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OUR MAYFLOWERING TIME.

Following the English practice our police courts 
punish summarily disorderly conduct and breaches 
of police regulations touching such questions as traf- 
fic, markets and the like. These aré properly called 
“petty offenses,” to be dealt with without a jury. But 
the Federal Government possesses no similar police 
jurisdiction. It is bound by Article III of the Con- 
stitution, which declares that “the trial of all crimes, 
except cases of impeachment, shall be by jury”; and 
this guarantee is particularized in the sixth amend- 
ment, with respect to “all criminal prosecutions.” 
Certainly Federal prosecutions under the prohibition 
laws are “criminal prosecutions,” nor can any de- 
scription of “casual or slight” offenses take them 
out of that class. 

The expedient proposed by the Wickersham com- 
mission is the wgrst of a choice of three evils. Dean 
Pound, of whom the country has been reluctant to 
believe that he acquiesces in such a proposal, ad- 
mitted yesterday before the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee that this is exactly what it is. Something has 
to be done to relieve what he terms a serious situa- 
tion in the Federal courts, so the commission sug- 
gests this. In order to dispose of the thousands of 
eases constantly arising and increasing, there must 
be hundreds of more District Judges, or a vast system 
of Federal police courts, or the abolishment of the 
constitutional guarantee of indictment and trial by 
jury for the swift disposal of cases. Dean Pound 
says the commission rejected the first two becanse it 
does not believe a ponderous judicial machine should 
be set up to relieve an emergency. So opportunism 
holds the field. s 

Senator Wagner of New York makes what is in 
our opinion an unanswerable point against the pro- 
posal. He says prohibition charges are peculiarly of 
that class which should enjoy the right of trial by 
jury. This is indubitably true, since only through 
juries can the force of public opinion operate against 
unpopular laws.

But this is something that the best admin- 
istration cannot mend. It is a matter of 
remaking men and their basic ideas of so- 
cial justice. To have succeeded in doing 
that, Chief Justice Taft must have been 
possessed of a formula with which it would 
be possible to remake the world. ‘That he 
did not have, but he had a mighty kindli- 
ness, and it is sad to lose that precious 
thing from public life.

REPLENISH THE JAM CLOSET 
WITH TEMPTING SWEETS 


In Grandma’s Day Jams and dJel- 
lies Were Never Made in 
Winter. 

Many housewives during the 
winter replenish their jam cup- 
boards with the aid of bottled 
grape juice and apple; ‘wider; as 
well as with honey,’ bagginas, car- 
rots and even horseradish. They 
use, too, such fresh fruits as are 
dvailable and. cheap at this time. 

Making jellies, jams, marma- 
lades and relishes in the winter is 
w boon to kitchenette wives who 
have little room to store a large 
variety of summer-made jellies. 
Today they put up five to 12 
glasses as needed. By using the 
canned or dried fruits their task 
is made easier because these prod- 
ucts are fully-ripened and ready 
for putting up. 

To make winter jellies and dried« 
fruit jams use bottled pectin, | 
pure fruit preparation thas. Inakes | 
fruits and vegetables “Sell?” non 

Tempting examples are: /€ran- 
berry and banana jam; orange and 
pineapple jam; sweet cider jelly;

fig jam: mint jelly; dried prune 
jam. Canned tomatoes make 
a better tasting. relish than the 
fresh.

A RIGHT AND A WRONG WAY 
OF MAKING SANDWICHES 


Care Should Be Taken in Cutting 
the Bread and Buttering 
the Slices. 

Although it is a general practice 
now to cream a firm piece of but- 
ter fresh from the icebox with a 
wooden: spoon, much time and en- 
ergy may be saved if the butter 
is allowed to stand in & warm 
room for a while before using and 
it may be placed in a bowl which 
has been rinsed in hot water until 
it is softened so that a few turns 
of the spoon will produce a creamy 
mass. 

Usually, when a filling is to be 
used, only one slice of bread 
should be spread with butter. 
However, in sandwiches where 
mayonnaise or a juicy jam _ is 
used, it is wise to spread both 
pieces of bread very lightly with 
butter to prevent the filling soak- 
ing through. 

All bread should be at least 24 
hours old to cut easily. 

When.a regulation family loaf 
is used, care must be taken to 
put together adjacent slices. This 
is not necessary when using the 
special sandwich loaf because all 
the slices are the same size. 


Popular Service for Salad. 
Halved oranges, hollowed out, 
make an excellent service for a 
combination of fruits for either sal- 
ad, dessert or cocktail.

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Affirmation of Damage Verdict 
Upsets Contention Current 
Cannot Jump Five Feet 
Without Contact. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.— 
The conclusion of an Adair Coun- 
ty jury that it was possible for 
electricity. to are or jump a dis- 
tance of five to eight feet from a 
transmission line, without a mate- 
rial contact, despite the testimony 
of electrical experts and submis- 
sion of scientific data that c¢lec- 
tricity would not arc or jump more 
than .63 inch, under such circum- 
stances, has been affirmed by the 
Missouri Supreme Court en banc. 

The court affirmed a judgment 
of $15,000 damages obtained by O. 
H. Laudwig of Kirksville, against 
the Central Missouri Power and 
Light Co., in Adair County Circuit 
Court. Laudwig fell from the roof 
of a house which was being moved 
under one of the company's high 
voltage transmission lines, near 
Kirksville, in May, 1925, and was 
injured. Laudwig’s testimony that 
he was knocked from the roof by 
a ball of electricity which jumped 
from five to eight feet from the 
transmission line, and struck him 
on the head, was corroborated by 
another witness. 

The company contended Laud- 
wig'’s injury was due to contribu- 
tory negligence and that he must 
have touched the wire. Expert 


witnesses testified the accident | 


could not have occurred in the 
manner described by Laudwig. This 
contention was stressed by = the 
company upon appeal to the Su- 
preme Court. 

“It is said that little is known 
of the nature of electricity; that 
it is seen only through the results 
accomplished by it, and that it re- 
mains as much of a mystery as 
ever.” said Commissioner Walter 
N. Davis, who wrote the opinion. 
“We cannot judicially notice either 
physically or scientifically that it 
is impossible for electricity | to 
jump or arc through the air with- 
out actual contact a space of five 
to eight feet. The courts are re- 
luctant to declare alleged facts to 
be manifestly impossibie.” 

There apparently was some divi- 
sion of opinion among the Judges 
of.court en banc as to the scien- 
tific point, as Judges J. T. White, 
William F. Frank and D. E. Blair 
concurred in the entire opinion.

Grenfell is likely to be men- 
tioned frequently... The reference is 
always to Sir Wilfred Grenfell, the 
English surgeon, who for the last 
38 years has been ministering *o 
the medical and spiritual wants of 
the sturdy fishing folk who inhabit 
the tiny villages along its jagged, 
wind-whipped coast, or the Inter- 
national Grenfell Association, which 
has been. formed to aid Sir Wilfred’ 
in his work. Seldom, if ever; is 
Lady Anne, the wife of Sir Wil- 
fred, mentioned. P 

Lady Anne Grenfell does hot 
consider this a slight, for she 
makes every effort to remain in 
the background, despite the fact 
that her last 21 years have been 
devoted to the people of the Lab- 
rador coast. 

To Lady Anne, Labrador was 
just a cold, barren, uncomfortable 
country, far up north somewhere, 
until 1909, when she, then Anne 
MacClanahan of Chicago, met the 
"Labrador Doctor.” The meeting 
was on an ocean liner bound for 
America from Europe. Lady Anne 
from Bryn 
Mawr less than three years before 
and Sir Wilfred (Dr. Grenfell ther), 
21 years her senior, was already 
considerably famous for his work 
in the north. They were married 
several months later and spent 
their honeymoon in Labrador. 


in her husband’s work as sud- 

denly as she became interested 
in him. After a few months she 
was indispensable to the Grenfell 
organization. She traveled on the 
hospital ship with the doctor when 
he made the annual “rounds” of 
the hospitals and nursing stations 
on the coast, helping in any way 
she could. Her work has grown 
and now demands all her time. 

“I’m just sort of a general mes- 
senger boy,” Lady Anne answers 
when asked as to her official status 
with the organization. As a matter 
of fact, she is head of the indus- 
trial department, she does consid- 
erable writing of pamphlets and 
announcements and she frequently 
writes press notices for her hus- 
band’s annual lecture tours. She 
has done first-aid work, nursing 
and teaching. Most interesting to 
her is her work with the indus- 
trial department.

Pneumonia 
B are approaching the pneu- 
monia season, hence it is ap- 

* propriate to consider briefly 
some of the important points in 
this disease. 

Perhaps the most important 
point to bear in mind /is that this 
is an infectious disease. Pneu- 
monia is caused by germs. known 
as pneumo-cocci. The germs are 
passed on from person to person, 
In other words, we contract or 
catch pneumonia. ; 

And hence this is a good time 
to be especially cautious against 
exposing ourselves to- persons sick 
with colds or chest infections. 

Pneumonia germs, however, are 
peculiar in that they may be pres- 
ent in one’s throat for long periods 
and do no damage, and then of a4 
sudden break their bounds and in- 
vade the lungs.
